Great Britain, under the Conserva- 
tive Government, will refuse to con- 
clude any treaty with Russia so long 
as the Soviet Union continues its pro- 
paganda in Ahe British Empire, That 
is the dictum laid down by Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, home minister, 

Replying to criticism from Labor- 
ites in the House of Commons. on the 
authenticity of the now famous Zino- 
vieff letter, the home minister declar- 
ed: ; 

“The cabiriet has satisfied itself as 
to the genuineness of the letfer. The 
Laborites ask us to accept the Rus 
sian treaty terms to prevent an out- 
break of Communism in Britain. If 
Russia wants to befriend us, let her 
begin by halting her world-wide pro-' 
paganda. Let her cease propaganda 
in Egypt, India and throughout the 
Empire, in trying to raise rebellion 
against us. There will be no treaty 
with Russia so long as she continues 
her propaganda.”

Canada’s Southern Area 
Vegetation in the Carolinian Zone In 
Southwestern Ontario 
Few persons have the opportunity 
or the time to study Canada as this 
country deserves. Visitors have been 
heard to say they did not know we had 
such universally favorable weather 
conditions or such a variety of clim- 
ate; even our own people are large 
ly unfamiliar with many of its most 
interesting features. For instance, 
in Southwestern Ontario, south of a 
line running from Toronto to Goderich 
we have what is known as the Caro- 
linfan zone, so-called on account of 
the similarity of the vegetation with 
that of the Southern Atlantic States. 
In this area are many farms of vege- 
tation that occur nowhere else in Can- 
ada. It is known as the fruit belt, 
and it is fully settled and intensively 
farmed. The few remaining trees are 
characteristic of the original forest 
such as sycamore, chestnut, black 
walnut and certain species of oak and 

hickory. 

Among the plants which are pecu- 
liar to certain localities in this area 
are sassafras, red mulberry, tulip 
trees, flowering dogwood and others:

“Wheat Exports Decline 


Marked Dropping Off tn Exports 
During Past Four Months 

A marked decline in the exportation 
of Canadian wheat during the past 
four. months as compared «with the 
same period last year is: shown in a 
bulletin issued by the Dominion bur- 
eau of statistics. During the four 
four months ended November, 1924, 
59,522,363 bushels of Canadian wheat } 
were exported, while during the same 
period in 1923, 109,986,042 bushels left 
Canadian ports. 3 

For the monih of November the ex 
portation fell from 64,196,963 bushels 
in 1923 to 26,982,261 bushels in No- 
vember of this year. The exporta- 
tion of wheat flour showed some im- 
provement this year as compared with 
last. During the four months ended 
November. slightly more than 23,000,- 
000 barrels were exported as compar- 
ed with 19,260,611 barrels last year. 

Barley, oats and rye all showed some 
increase in the yolume exported dur- 
ing, the past four months as compar- 
ed with the same period in 1923.

Mixed Farming 
Only Sure Method | 


Dairying a Most tésbbenty Adjunct ser | 
Success on the Farm 

A committee which has been work- 
ing under the chairmanship of Mr. W. 
Waldron has reported to the Saskat 
chewan Economic Board on conditions 
in the dairy industry. 

A questionnaire was sent out to 
forty representative farmers in select- 
ed portions of Saskatchewan, who in- 
clude a number of dairy cows in their 
farming operations. The average 
number of milch coWs Kept on these 
farms was found to be twelve and the 
choice of breeds to be about equally 
divided between Shorthorns and Hol- 
steins. These farms may be taken as 
typical mixed farms, that is to say, the 
income {is derived from grain growing, 
dairying, cattle, shoep, hogs and poul- 
try. The returns to hand indicate 
that approximately 30 per cent. of the 
income on these farms is derived from 
selling cream, while only two returns 
show any portion of jhe income deriy- 
ed from selling home-made butter. Ten 
per cent. {s made by selling pork, and 
the Income percentage from poultry 
varies from one to ten per cent.; 26.9 
of the income derived from growing 
wheat. Asked whether they consid- 
ered dairying an important feature in 
thelt schemes of farming, the reply 
in every instance was in tho affirma- 
tive, while come add that they would

cows. Toe questionnaire also elicited 
the statement that dairying was de- 
pendable and profitable with. good 
cows.

Famous Cathedral Was First Designed 
With a Spire ’ 

Ht will surprise a great many people 
to learn’ that St. Paul's Cathedral, 
London, nearly bad a spire instead of 
a dome. 

Tie originai model, made by Sir 
Christopher Wren, which fs to be seen 
at the South Kensington Museum, dif- 
fers in several essentials from the 
completed cathedral. The authorl- 
ties did not approve, and asked Wren 
to design another, in which a spire in- 
stead of dome was to be the prin- 
cipal feature. 

Highly displeased, Wren set to 
work, made another model—and alter- 
ed the design of the cathedral to sult 
his own tastes as the work progressed. 

The dome gradually assumed its 
present vast proportions, while the 
proposed spire was displaced by the 
stone lantern, the ball, and the cross 
which now surmount the cathedral.

A Heme For Blind Babies 


DOr. J. @. Ghieree, Social 


Council of Canada 

A kind hearted gentleman, conceiv- 
ed the idea that a homo should be es 
tablished for blind bables or children 
His kindness was Christ like, His 
method was unscientific. It fs not 
enough to have Christian or human 
tarlan sympathies. Sympathy and 
social selence should be synthetized, 
Our. kind hearted friend should have 
studied tho whole subject 
jumping to the conclision that a home 
should be established. We would 
have sought diligently for answer to 
such questions as those, “Are there 
many blind babies?” “Why should 
there be any?” “Should blind babies 
be taken away from their mother: 
“Would the mothers part with them?” 
“If so, ought not the bables to be plac 
ed in foster homes until they aro old 
enough to go to a sehool for the 
blind?” 

As a matter of fact there are not 
many blind babies. There ought to 
be none.  BDlindness in bables ts al- 
most wholly preventable if doctors 
and nurses and midwives are as care- 
ful and skillful as they ought to be. 

Ho had raised about $2,000 for the 
home. This money, until lately, was 
on the hands of tho trustees who were 
perplexed to know what to do with it. 
They took counsel of an experienced 


Service 


before 


/ social leader who advised them to con- 


sult with the Canadian National In- 
stitute forthe Blind, This they did 
with the result that the money is be- 
ing handed over to the institute to be 
used for the purpose of either caring 
for or giving sight to blind children, 
which is often possible, or in their 
educational work for the prevention of 
blindness in babies by securing proper 
care at thelr birth. A simple solu- 
tion applied to the oyes of the new 
born babe makes sure that it will not 
be blind even though there were in 
its eyes the seeds of blindness because 
of disease in the mother, 

One such blind child recently in a 
western village was discovered by a 
worker forthe Institute for the Blind; 
taken to a city, operated on, had its 
sight restored or bestowed and is now 
happy in God's sunlight and in all the 
matchless beauty of the world and 
faces Ife almost’ wholly unhandicap- 
ped. Inasmuch as this great thing 
hath been done untae one such little 
little one it hath been done unto Jesus, 
the Great Lover and Saviour of litfle 
children. - How much better ‘to put 
this money to such use rather than to 
establish a new- “institution” to be a 
burden and a sdtirce of perplexity to 
future generations of kindly disposed 
people? 

Another fad of kindly but socially 
untrained people its to launch the 
building of great orphanages -for litle 
children. Any worker of social ex- 
perience knows that to place these lit- 
tle orphans out in private foster homes 
is a much wiser thing and much less 
expensive. The only use of an orp- 
hanage is to house and care for orphan 
or neglected children until such tlme 
as foster homes can be secured for 
them, And this ts what tho best 
orphanages are secking diligently to 
do.

Not Point Due North
